chair occupied, peoplo standing all 
around tho hall and hundreds turned

I there every night and throughout the 
series of meetings gave from two to 
three columns each day to the sermons 
and other features. 
Had Great Audiences. 


Throughout the almost three weeks 


of meetings Dr. Chapman had great 
audiences and his auxiliary meetings 
held at other places during the day 
were also well attended. They proved 
ia great religious awakening for the 


city. Many were converted and there 
were many accessions to the different 
churches. In giving an account of the 
closing meeting, the Sentinel in Its 
issue of December 6, 1395, said: 


"These meetlgs have brought to a 


close one of the most remarkable re- 
ligious revivals ever held in Fort 
Wayne. They have given an impetus 
to- Christianity in our city that will 
tell for good for long years to come. 
It was no>a revival of one church, but 
of many. Shoulder to shoulder with 
Dr. Chapman^stood the pastors of the 
pastors of tire various city churches 
and the members of their congrega- 
tions, laboring for the salvation of 
souls. They have done a great work, 
how great for the goods accomplished 
will never be known except by the 
angels In heaven who keep a record of 
the redeemed souls."

Immediately following the close of 


the Chapman meetings revival services 
were begun in a number of the cit> 
churches and there were hundreds o 
accessions to the memberships rolls.

Once upon a time I employed a com- 


petent waitress who was always uneasy 
when there were guests at the table. 
Questioning her for the reason of her 
evident discomfiture, I found that she 
thought the strangers noticed her en- 
trances and exits, and this idea em- 
barrassed her. I finally convinced her 
that the guests probably thought noth- 
ing of her, and after a few months she 
began to realize the truth of my state- 
ment, and as a result was serene and 
natural. 


If nervous girls would feel, 
when 


among their social equals, that they 
were unnoticed, I am sure this shyness 
would leave them,

Extreme nervousness among young 


girls may have its beginning In lack of 
physical strength, and If such Is the 
case they must be fed and must take 
healthful exercise. 


It is useless to keep 
away 
from 


strangers — which is the natural in- 
clination of nervous persons— for habits 
of solitude will only make a shy girl 
doubly so. Therefore, courage is to be 
summoned and a point made of going 
to place where there are strangers 
For onlv then will strangers cease to 
cause terror.

blindness has failed to prevent John 
\V. Ellis, a boy, of

news of the world without leaving his 
room. As Ellis has been blind- since 
birth, it Is a good deal easier to listen 
to what people say about things in 
general than it Is to take the time to 
go over pages of raised and perforated 
letterings or have to ask friends to 
read aloud and let him tnow what 1« 
going on. 
The success of the blind boy's wire- 


less apparatus is being demonstrated 
at the fair and sale held In the head- 
quarters of the New York Association 
for the Blind, at No. US East Fifty- 
ninth street, and even the men who 
know ampheres and radiograms so well 
that they treat them like poor relatives 
admit that the sending and receiving 
apparatus made by the blind boy Is a 
work ,that tew of the most expert 
could duplicate. 
- 


Tells How It Was Built. 


While sending and receiving mes- 


sages In his room on the third floor of 
the Association for the Blind building, 
Ellis explained how he came to take 
an Interest in wireless telegraphy and 
how be perfected his machine. 


"It was mostly due to not having 


Anything else to think about," he ex- 
plained. "I was living in Boston at 
the time—about six months ago—and 
already knew the commercial and con- 


% tinental code, and ono day a friend of 
' mine said that a piece of gas pipe, a 


tew feet of wire, an Iron bed and a 
telephone-receiving outfit -was all that 
was needed to allow anyone to listen 
to what the wireless operators were 
saying. This Interested me and I got 
a friend to read aloud some articles on 
wireless telegraphy and then I had a 
r, talk with a wireless operator. 


"I learned enough from what I heart 


to decide to make a wireless outfit 0 
my own. I never saw it, of course, bu 


.' many persons tell me that It is a. far 


simpler, lighter and more compact In- 
strument than those being used by the 
big wireless companies. I use a silicon 
cup for the resistance where some o 
the machines have carborundum, ant 
Jove my coil made of thin copper wire 
wound around a wooden cylinder nnt 
then enamelled. This, with my twenty

four dry cell batteries, is the main part 
of the outfit, with the key. Serial wires 
on the roof and sparking apparatus. 1 
made it all myself and am proud of It. 


"I have not talked with many oper- 


ators as yot, as my cells do not gen- 
erate enough power to make the waves 
I send long enough. I have listened, 
however, to messages from 
Norfolk, 


Washington and nearly all the other 
wireless stations from 500 to 800 miles 
away from New York. I receive the 
Marconi as well as the De Forrest sys- 
' terns." 


Gr«du«te of Boston School. 


Ellis IS now nineteen years old. He 


was graduated from the Perkins Insti- 
tute for .the Blind in Boston, and has 
been declared a prodigy, so far as com- 
prehension of electrical and mechani- 
cal problems were concerned. 


It Is not only the .blind wireless op- 


erator that Is attracting the attention 
of all who visit the headquarters for 
tho assistance of the blind, for there 


are all sorts of exhibits there that are 
entirely the work ot. men and women 
who never saw. '*In the basement a 
number of blind women are at work 
on looms weaving mats, scarfs, rugs 
and draperies. On the first floor are 
shown 
carvings, 
sculpture, 
needle 


work, weaving and all manner of art 
craft work which the sightless have 
made. Above.them Is the broom room, 
where a demonstration Is given of 
broommaking. chair caning and basket 
weaving, while on the next floor Is the 
wireless room. 
The blind pupils who hare been In- 


structed by the association's teachers 
have learned stenography and type- 
writing, and the telephone operator 
who has charge of tho large switch- 
board has never seen daylight. 


Many society women and men well 


known In all walks of life -who are 
Interested In the work of the blind have 
visited the association's headquarters 
since the beginning of the fair and sale.

Baltimore, Md., Dec. 7.—Cardinal 


Gibbons selected for his monthly ser- 
mon in the Cathedral ths subject, "A 
Pica, for United Christendom," a topic 
•which wns one of the features of the 
recent irlennlal 
convention 
of 
tho 


Protestant Episcopal church In Cincin- 
nati. 
The cardinal selected passages from 


' the Scriptures to show that 
church 


unity wns the desire of Christ, and 
then asked. "Where, then, shall we find 
this essential unity of faith and gov- 
ernment? 
I answer, confidently, no- 


whore save in the Catholic church." 


After referring to the strong and 


earnest language In which delegates to 
the Protestant Episcopal convention 
advocated the reunion o fthese various 
Christian churches, Cardinal Gibbons 
salrl: 
11 
"I am grateful to the members of the 


convention for the praiseworthy senti- 
ments, which they express and which 
reflect honor on their heads and hearts. 
And 1 pray with them that the day 
may be hastened when the words of 
our common Redeemer, Jesus Christ, 
may be fulfilled, when there 'wlll.be 
one flock and one shepherd.' " 


It was the cnrdlnals view that thl: 


consummation can only be 
attained 


when all Christians shall recognize one 
Chief Pastor. "For we might as well 
expect," declared the prelate, "to have 
a united commonwealth with several 
Independent presidents as to have a 
united church under conflicting spir- 
itual rulers." 


Cardinal Gibbons held that unity of 


government Is not -less essential to 
the church ot Christ than unity of doc- 
trine. "Our divine Savior," continued 
tile cardinal, "never speaks of Ills 
churches, but of His church. Ho does 
not say. 'Upon these rocks I will build 
my churches,' but 'Upon this rock I 
will build my church,* from which 
words wo must conclude that It never 
wns His Intention to establish or to 
sanction various 'conflicting denomi- 
nations, but one corporato body, with 
all the members united under ono vis- 
ible head, for as the church Is a visible 
body It must have a visible head. 


'Our Savior calls His church a sheep 


fold. "And there shall bo made one fold 
and ono shepherd.' What more beauti- 
ful or fitting Illustration ot unity can 
we have than that -which is suggested 
by a sheep fold? All the sheep of a 
flock cling together. If they are mo- 
mentarily separated they nro Impatient 
till reunited. They follow In the same 
path. They feed on the same pastures 


"They obey the same shepherd and 


fly from tho voice of strangers. 
So 


did our Lord Intend that all the sheep 
of His fold should be nourished by the 
same sacraments and the same bread 
of life; that they should follow 
the 


same rule of faith as their guide to 
heaven; that they should listen to the 
voice of our Chief Pastor, and that 
they should carefully shun false teach- 
ers." 


Afer declaring that the 
essentia 


unity of 'faith and government can 
only be obtained through the Catholl' 
church, the cardinal continued: 


"The number of Catholics 
In 
th> 


world Is computed as 250,000,000. They 
all have 'one Lord, one faith, one bap 
tism, one creed.' 
They receive the 


ame sacraments, they, worship at the 
amo altar and pay spiritual allegiance 
o one common head. Should a Catho- 
Ic bo so unfortunate as contumaciously 
o deny a single article of faith, or 
vlthdraw from the communion of his 
cgitlmate pastors, he ceases to be a 
member of the church, and Is cut oft 
Ike a withered branch. 


"How sublime and consoling is tho 


thought thnt withersoever a Catholic 
goes over the brond world, whether he 
enters his church In Pokln or 
Le- 


)ournc. In London, or Dublin, or Paris, 
or Rome, or New York, or Son Fran- 
cisco, he Is sure to hear the self-same 
doctrine preached, to assist at the same 
sacrifice, and to partake of the same 
sncramcntt. 


"Tills Is not all. Her creed i« now 


Identical with what It was in past 
ages. The same gospel of peace that 
Jesus Christ preached on the Mount." 


Johnson's Opinion of Rousseau. 


Ono evening, nt the Nitre, Johnson 


said sarcastically to me, "It seems, sir, 
you have kept very good company 
abroad—Rousseau and Wlllces." I an- 
swered, with a smile: "My dear sir, 
you don't call Rousseau bad company. 
Do you really think him a bad man?" 
Said Johnson: "Sir, If you are talking 
jestingly of this I don't talk to you. If 
you can be serious I think him one of 
the worst of men, a rascal who ought 
to be hunted out of society, as he has 
been. Three or four nations, have ex- 
pelled him, and It Is a shame that he 
is protected In this country. Rousseau, 
sir is a very bad man. I would sooner 
sign a sentence for his transportation 
than thnt of any felon who has gone 
from the Old Bailey these many years. 
Tea, I should like to have him work 
In the plantations."—From Boswell'i

On the export side, similar statements 
are reported by the. collectors, showing 
the quantity and value of the prin- 
cipal, articles exported and tho coun- 
tries to' which sent. These 'arc com- 
piled in the same general manner as 
that applied to the compilation of Im- 
ports. 


For the movement of merchandise on 


the great lakes and the concentration 
of the Interior cities, the bureau has a 
system, recently developed, by which 
the figures are'obtained from the car- 
riers on the great IsRes, the chambers 
of commerce and 'other bodies at the 
commercial centers, showing tho move- 
ment of coal over various lines ot rail- 
ways and other Information ot a like 
character. Monthly and yearly state- 
ments regarding'the Imports nnd ex- 
ports of tho principal articles are also 
published. 
For tho compilation of 


these figures tho bureau of statistics 
maintains a force of about sixty per- 
sons, skilled In statistical work, who. on 
receiving the monthly reports from the 
collectors of customs, record them In 
volumes prepared for that work. By

W. F. Nicholson, the Irish sailor-evan- 
gelist, and J. Raymond Hemminger. a 
superb gospel singer, who in Fort 
Wayne .are conducting the services of 
the 'East Side district at the First M.

Apparently widely apart in personal 


characteristics, no "team" ever worked

In Australia. It was Mr. W. P. Nich- 
olson, and he came. His history reads 
like a modern chapter of the Acts of 
the Apostles. He was born at Bangor. 
In the north of Ireland, 
thirty-five 


years ago. and educated at Belfast. At 
the age of seventeen he was an ap- 
prentice on a sailing vessel and in this 
capacity he visited Australia, touching 
atTAdelaide. Crossing over to Africa 
he left the vessel at Cape Town and 
labored on the construction work of the 
Cape-to-Calro railway. 
During this 


time he led a. wicked life nnd was 
greatly addicted to drink. Tired of the 
life he was living, ho 
returned 
tn 


Bangor. and a. fortnight 
later 
the 


power of God came down upon him In 
R miraculous way, and. alone in. Ills 
mother's home, there camo tn him the 
experience of personal salvation. 


Join* Mr. Alexander. 


After spending a year In Belfast In 


business, he left for Glasgow and en- 
tered the BlblK training Institute for 
Several sessions. Later he labored as 
an evangelist under iho Lanarkshire 
Christian union and continued In this 
work for neveral years, holding mis 
ilons In the south parts of Scotland 
and later In the 
historic 
Portman 


Square church. London, on the Invi- 
tation of the vicar, the Rev. J. Stewart 
Holdcn. Mr. Alexander hoard of Mr 
Nicholson through Rev. Holden. wlv 
strongly recommended him as an evan- 
gelist of great power, and after hear- 
ing him preach and noticing his suc- 
cessful methods of dealing with peo- 
ple In the after-meetings, Mr. Alex- 
ander invited him to go over to Amer- 


ica for three months, where he con 
ducted missions in Philadelphia, Ken 
York and Colllngswood, N. J. Return- 
ing to Scotland he had successful mis- 
sions in Glasgow, London and other 
English centers. 


He was a member of the Chapman- 


Alexander party which visited Aus- 


.lie boat turned turtle and the whole 
crew of twenty-four had to cling onto 
the outside for a whole night. He says 
that they were all a Godless set of men, 
but when the lightning flashed it re- 
vealed twenty-four men praying like 
popes. Next day a vessel hove in sight

Mr. Hemminger was a teacher hi the 


public schools of America for eight 
years, and during that time held sev- 
eral positions as church choir leader,

He always made It 
his aim to haye his choirs sing the gos- 
pel into the hearts of the people, rather 
than simply have them sing for enter- 
tainment. Along with his other duties 
he did much gospel singing and had 
much demand for his services.
